Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: In order to 
expedite the prosecution of this case, Examiner reviewed Applicant's response to Non-Final Rejection and amended 
claims and contacted Applicant. Examiner determined that the compounds claims were in condition for allowance but 
the process claims were not amended to the elected group (for rejoinder) and the method claims were not enabled. 
Applicant agreed to amend the process claim 6 to the elected group (for rejoinder) and to cancel the method claims in 
order for this case to be in condition for allowance.
